Germany Likes California Prunes. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 12.—H. Car- 
tan, a large eastern handler of Califor- 
nia dried fruits, predicts a _ strong 
eastern and foreign market.

“Already, large orders have been placed 
with eastern dealers by the whole- 
salers of Germany and other European 
cour tries.

The California prune has won 
great favor with the people of Ger- 
many, and they are willing to pay the 
prices asked for the goods. England, 
too, has already sent in orders to east- 
ern representatives, and she will import 
heavily of California dried fruits.” 


EMEOGOT GETS 
THE CUBAN CUP. 


ROAR OF APPLAUSE GREETS HIM 
AT THE FINISH LINE. 

Average Time for the Course, Over 
Two Hundred Miles, is Nearly Sixty 
Miles an Hour—Cedrino is Badly 
Hurt and Lancia’s Riding Partner 
Battesta Has Arm Fractured. 


THE ASSOCIATED PREsS—P 


HAVANA, Feb. 12.—Victor Demeo- 
got, the winner at Ormonde, Fia., of 
the title of the world’s “speed king,” 
earned another triumph today by win- 
ning the Cuban Cup in the second in- 
ternational road race. The victory was 
gained in the same machine which, 
driven by Hemery. won the two great 
road events of. last year, namely, the 
Ardennes circuit in France and the 
Vanderbilt Cup race on Long Island. 
It was the ligittest machine in today’s 
race, being only eighty horse power, the 
others ranging respectively from ninety 
to 110. 

Although all three of Demeogot's 
competitors in today’s main race were 
either stopped by accident or falled to 
finish within the time limit, Demeogot's 
great speed was fairly maintained 
throughout, resulting in maintaining 
the reputation of the Cuban road as 
being among the world’s fastest. Des- 
pite the drawbacks of three controls, | 
sharp corners in the town of Marianao 
and close crowding by the excited pop- 
ulace at the curving points, he made 
in the first half an average of 614-5 
miles an hour. The average miles per 
hour for the entire 217% miles was 
59.77, which is within 1% miles ef the 
Vanderbilt Cup race average. 

‘Lancia made the most sensational 
speed of the day, going, it was claimed, 
more than seventy miles an hour, so 
fast that his riding partner, Battesta, 
was thrown out at the curve near Ar- 
temisia, and suffered a fractured arm. 
Laneia then quit the race, and con- 
veyed a physician to the aid of the 
injured man. 

CEDRINO INJURED. 

Cedrino was overturned in the same 
vicinity on the first lap. He was in- 
jured internally, and was conveyed to 
the city tonight, where it is reported 
he is recovering. His machinist also | 
was hurt. 

Bernin, the driver of the only other 
car which returned to the starting 
point near Camp Columbia, failed ‘to 
complete the round trip within the 
time limit. 

For the second half of the race, 
Demeogot's competitors were three lo- 
cal soline racers. Demeogot said he 
would not need to push matters. How- 
ever, hé lost several minutes at the 
start, and thereafter drove at a speed 
which enabled him to pass the only 
one of his local competitors who had 
gotten ahead of him, before the sec- 
ond village was out of sight. 


Throughout the remainder of the 
last half, Demeogot's nearly 
equaied that of the first half. The 


fact that Charitje Harragh. an Ameri- 
can, rode with Demeogot heightened 
the local interest, and intensified the 
ted him 
when the fourth, the winning car, 
rounded the curve. 

The winner of the minor race, which 
was only half the distance of the main 
event, was Des Sanesois, a French- 
man, who drove a thirty-horse-power 
automobile over the 108% miles in 12 
minutes slower time than Demeogot, 
not including, however, Demeogot's 
Gelay at the start. Des Sanssois beat 
Birk, his nearest competitor, by nearly 
ten minutes. Blick, the other contes- 
tant finished half an hour later.

“When I left Manila there was con- 
siderable talk of the sudden independ- 
ence shown by the Chinese who are 
now in the Philippine Islands.

BRINGS DEATH. 


Grief Over Suicide of Son 
Kills the Father. 
Pioneer Malcolm Beall is Sor- 
row's Victim, 


Never Left Bed Afier the 
Home Tragedy. 


On Sunday night, death claimed Mal- 
colm Beall, a wealthy pioneer, who 
had made his home for some years at 
No. 645 Alpine street. Mr. Beall and 
his wife crossed the plains in 1856, and 
after suffering all the hardships of 
ploneer life in the West, after living 
|}through experiences that would fil 
|}chapters of a most Interesting story 
of early California life, died at the age 
of 71 years of a broken heart. For 
though the attending physicians attrib- 
ute his death to organic causes, friends 
of the family know Mr. Beall suc- 
cumbed in the end to grief.

Surveyors are at work locating the 
Owens River conduit line and securing 
data for detailed plans. They are be- 
ing paid out of funds of the Water 
Board, which properly should be ap- 
plied otherwise. There is a limit tot 
amount which the Water Board may 
advance for such purposes, however, 
and the city is not able to take up cer- 
tain options promptly and may have 
to y for the delay. 

If the Board of Public Works were in 
existence as an actual reality, the sur- 
vey could be expedited by Increasing 
the number of parties in the field, and

January storm parti? replenished the 
supply. the prospects of a water fam- 
Ine in the great central valley of Call- 
fornia were alarming. The steadiness 
of fiow in the Owens River ie attrib- 
uted by engineers to the great length 
of the watershed, north and south, and 
to the regulating action of the detritus 
at the easterly foot of the range. These 
conditions make Owens River the most 
/rellable source of supply in the south 
haif of the #tate. 

In Southern California proper—south 
Tehachepi—the Los Angeles River 
has the steadiest flow and is regarded 
by hydraulic engineers as the truest 
‘index of seasonal cycles. Averaging 
the rainfall of the past three years, 
Southern California has had normal 
precipitation, and yet the Los Angeles 
River fiow is per cent. below the 
natura] mean, which shows concila- 
sively that the limit of water develop- 
ment from underground storage has 
been reached and that there is no 
of restoration of that supply to 
levels by a series of wet winters, 

Pumptfng stations and cienegas show 
a steady lowering of the plane of sat- 
uration, and the recession of water has 
not been arrested by the heavy rains 
of last winter. Althe this season's 
rainfall is close eno to the mean 
to justify the expectation of an aver- 
age total fall. the surface fiow of 
streams iike the San Gabriel is below 
the normal volume. 

All these facts relating to the pres- 
ent available sources of supply em- 
phasisze the paramount need of this 
section for water from some other 
drainage aren. At the best, it will be 
‘gome years before the Owens River, 
pouring Into the sinkhole of Owens 
| Lake ten times as much water as Los 
Angeles now uses—a waste of wealth 
absolutely tncalculable—can be brought 
to this thirsty land, and the need for it 
will be felt acutely before it gets here. 

Anything that retards the consumma- 
tion of the Owens River project is an 
injury to every interest in Southern 
California. Unavoldable delays must 
be endured philosophically, but it Is 
| putting a dangerous strain upon public 
patience to hold up the project with 
i petty bickerings and needless political 
deadlocks.

| seemed to eat up the piles of filth rap- 
idly, but the accumulating waste cin- 
| ders became a serious problem. 

On every load of garbage cans were 
plied high. These became at once the 
most awkward to handle. They would 
not burn, and the fires did not melt 
them readily. When the blaze was in- 
creased tm the heat the cane 
formed large clinkers which could’ be 
removed only with difficulty. The fires 
were choked. 

The stokers were obliged to rake 
the cans from the flames in order to 
allow the remainder of the rubbish to 
burn. The paper wae the only part of 
the loads to which the flames took 
kindly. The contract does not stip- 
ulate that cans are to be consumed, 

JOLT PUTS OUT FIRES, 

Barly in the afternoon two immense 
loads were shot Into the hopper at the 
east end of the bullding. The oil 
fires below were immediately smoth- 
ered and the jets were turned off by 
the man in charge. The filth had to 
be raked out of the furnace and the 
fires again lighted. 

Men were at work all day removing 
the refuse from beneath the furnaces. 
At nightfall a emall mountain of un- 
burned rubbish was piled in the yard. 

Fieating in the atmosphere of the 
neighborhood of the incinerator is the 
peculiar odor of decaying v 
matter, and to this is added the slight- 
er emell from the smoke of the 
furnaces. The officials 4n charge 
the burning dump say the smell will 
be entirely consumed when the fires 
are in perfect working order. 

The claim is made that when the 
crematory has been in operation a 
few weeks almost every pound of the 
garbage will be cremated. Men in 
charge at the incinerator yesterday 
declared the first test to a

the thing is not promising. 

Plans for the successful handling of 
the muck call for the separation of 
the rubbish. In this way, it is said, 
the garbage can be readily burned. 
Cans will be handled separately. A 
local company is anxious to take all 
the old cans that can be secured in 
order to melt the tins and have the 
solder. 

WATER I18 BLAMED 

Almost ninety per cent of the garb- 
age is water. The rubbish orust be 
dried before it can be thoroughly con- 
sumed. The amount of refuse taken 
from the furnaces yesterday is the re- 
sult of the garbage not being dried 
above the hoppers before the flames 
were given a chance, it is claimed. 
This is the explanation made of the 
only partially successful test yester- 
day.

There are two furnaces on the lower

CLAIM "TWILL DO BETTER. 
The claim was made, by several, 
that all the garbage, with the excep- 
tion of the cans, will be completely 
consumed, and it was said the refuse 
will be small.

HE SUNSHINE AND THE RAIN. 

There are today tn Southern Calli- 
fornia a great many thousand people 
who have never passed through a 
California winter before. To them at 
least a brief treatise on the subject of 
the weather may not come amiss. 
There is a story told of a tourist pass- 
ing through Pasadena, who asked a 
man he encountered on the street what 
he thought of the weather. He re- 
plied, “I don’t know;” and the tourist 
then asked: “Are you a stranger 
here, too?” Then the reply came: 
“No, I have been here too long to 
know anything about the weather.” 
Now, there is a good deal of truth un- 


aerlying this story. No two seasons, 


summer or winter, are ever just alike 
here in Southern California. The wet 
season through which we are passing 
now is peculiarly peculiar. 

We are within six weeks of what is 
usually the end of the rainy season. 
The rains this season began earlier 
than the average, a copious precipita- 
tion having occurred during the month 
of October. From that to the present 
time the rainfall all over this end of 
the State, not including the high, 
mountain districts, measure between 
eight and ten inches. To the stranger 
within our gates the remarkable thing 
about this is that vegetation should 
show so rank a growth on so scant a 
rainfall. Up to this time it amounts 
to only about one-half the average for 


| period of thirty years, not an aver- 


age up to date but an average for the 
entire rainy season. Probably no 
other region on the earth will show 
so lush a vegetable growth for that 
much rain as is seen today from 
Tehachepi to the Mexican border. In- 
deed, the growth is ranker this year 
than many of us, who have lived in 
Southern California for a score of 
years, have ever seen on that much 
rainfall. The reason for this is that 
the precipitation has come in the most 
favorable shape possible. With the 


shower last week, scarcely a bar- 
rel of all the rainfall of the season 
has been wasted. It has come gently, 
more in showers than in regular rains, 
and every rain of the season so far has 
beep a warm one. The consequences 
are that almost every drop has gone 
into the ground, and under the influ- 
ence of the warm weather accompany- 
ing the rainfall and generally follow- 
ing it, the results are unusually great. 

We do not always realize how much 
we have to be thankful for here in 
Southern California, for the compara- 
tively few days of rainfall in the year. 
A story is told of a Californian going 


England, in a terrific rainpour, who 
expressed a little dissatisfaction with 
the weather to the native who was 
showing him the city. The Manches- 
ter man remarked: “Ah, this rain is 
doing a world of good. We needed 
it.” “Why,” said the Californian, 
“how long has it been since it rained 
before?” And the answer, “This is the 
first rain that has fallen here in a 
week,” was sufficiently startling to the 
ears of the Californian. Think of a 
climate where a week of comparatively 
sunny weather endangers the success 
of crops! Think on the other hand of 
California, where two weeks of wet 
weather in a whole year, and these 
fourteen days scattered over a period 


of six months, will cover the 
gloomy skies of the whole “twelve 
months. Here is the great cha and 


blessing of the Southern California 
climate. It is nearly all sunshine and 
very little rain. In Lancashire, where 
Manchester is situated, there is a ne- 
cessity of perhaps three-quarters of 
the whole year filled with rain, and 
the other quarter is not by any means 
all bright. A country which can pro- 
duce crops on eight inches of rain 
and ten miles deep of sunshine, is 
surely something to rejoice in. A 
country where, rain falling for four- 
teen out of 365 days gives sufficient pre- 
cipitation to make crops of ull kinds 
grow and mature, and where irrigation 
applied when it is needed and where 
it is needed takes the place of 
continuous rainfall, surely presents 
charms and attractiveness enough to 
draw people from the whole world to 
live within its eternal brightness.

The 
same remark applies to the coinage of 
half-dollars, in place of dollars. 

While on this subject, a few words 
about paper money are appropriate 
Californians have never taken kindly 
to paper money, and it was rarely seen 
here until within the past few years, 
when so many “tenderfeet” have come 
among us, bringing with them their 
wads of “long green.” From a hygienic 
point of view, the ordinary United 
States paper money is something to be 
strictly avoided. There is, doubtless, 
no country in the world in which such 
filthy fipancial rags are circulated 
among the people asin the United 
States. There is not the slightest doubt 
that they are prolific means of spread- 
ing disease of all kinds. If the people 
could trace the abiding places of these 
greasy rags for a few months, before 
‘they come into their possession, 
jthey would drop them as if they 
were hot potatoes. It is a shame 
for a great and wealthy country 
like the United States to permit 
such a currency circulation. Con- 
trast these dirty rags with the crisp, 
clean, white notes of the Bank of 
England. You may live in England for 
a generation and never see a note that 
is more than slightly solled. A new 
note, issued by the bank in the morn- 
ing, and paid back over the counter 
at noon, is made into pulp, nothing 
but brand new notes being paid out. 
Some plan should certainly be devised 
to improve the quality of the notes 
issued by the national banks and the 
United States government. We should 
not be called upon to handle lucre that
